The Boston & Maine railroad early 
in July will begin the construction of 
the first segment of an immense plant 
of consolidated repair shops on its large

The total cost 
may reach $1,500,000. 

It is unofficially announced today in 
the railroad’s engingering department 
that bids for the contract for this frst 


segment will soon be called for. The 
preliminary engineering work will be 
undertaken next week. 

Since the Boston & Maine railroad 
came into control of the Fitchburg, Bos- 
ton & Lowell and old Eastern railroads 
there have been persistent reports per- 
ennially to the effect that the construc- 
tion of this consolidated plant was con- 
templated at once, but not until the 
present, railroad men im authority say, 
has there been a warrantable basis for 
the inception of such reparts. 

The segment to be constructed this 
season will be a building 200 feet long 
and 170 feet in width, and is a part of 
a proposed structure 560 feet in length. 
This initial segment will have 10 tracks 
and will be devoted to running repairs 
of locomotives. All the buildings will 
he of steel frame and. brick construction.

CANADIAN CANAL 
SHOWS RECORDS 


. The adtnaiia of the Welland canal 
during the last 37 years shows scme in- 
icresting fluctuations, says the Toronto 
News. In 1872 the records show a pas- 
sage of 6063. vessels through the canal, 
-and these carried a total of 1,333,104 tons 
of freight. Ten years after this the 
number of passages shows a falling off 
of nearly 50 per cent, for the total mum: 
ber was only 3334 ships with 790,643 
tons of freight. This was in 1882. 

From that time on the passages 
tlinongh the canal decreased as the small 


vessels began to disappear, but little 


change .was made in the quantity of 
freight brought through in the smaller 
number of bottoms. 

In 1908 69 ships brought to the head 
jof the Welland 4,106,244 bushels of 
grain, and 1,]06,244 bushels of this was 
‘taken over the Grand Trunk to ‘Port 
‘Dathousie. The figures show the in- 
‘creased carrying power of the modern 
freight boat over the smaller vessel of 
40 years ago. 


RAILWAY. T@ HAVE 
NEW DIVISION 


EDMONTON, . Alberta — The Grand 
“Trunk Pacific railwey is establishing a 
divisional tewn site at Edison, 200 miles 
from this point, whose growth promises 
‘to be important and rapid, ngt only on 
account of its railway advantages, but 
because of the excellent farming land in 
the surrounding districts which is being 
thrown open for homesteading and is be- 
dng rapidly taken up. -The majority of 
these districts are said to be «uperior to 
the older settled lands of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan because of the plentiful 
supply of fuel, timber and water avail- 
able, and their adaptability for mixed 
farming.

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~Finished by End of the Wear 


LONDON—A sign of the times, speak- 
ing of the increasing volume of the traf- 
fic of London and the heightenéd speed 
demanded by an age in which mechanical 
locomotion is, to a large e extent, replac- 
ing horse traction, is the widening of 
Blackfriars Bridge, now approaching 
completion. It is anticipated that the 
whole undertaking will be finished before 
the end of the year, or two months in 
advance of the contract time. 


This improvement is to cost the city 
of London over £200,000 and the laying 
of 430 yards of tramway lines that are 
contemplated will cost the London 
county council about 7000 pounds more. 
The main work of construction incident 
to the widening of the bridge is now 
finished, the last of the ribs and girders 
being already fixed, and the bridge is 
now the widest across the Thames. As 
completed, it now has a width of 105 
feet between parapets—30 feet . wider 
than formerly—with a roadway 73 feet 
in width and a 16-foot pavement on 
either side. The iron plate decking over 
the two end spans is already in place, 
and it is expected that the three central 
spans, the largest being 186 feet in 
length, will be laid soon. 

The laying of the quarter-mile tram- 
way tracks across the structure is a 
problem which is governed largely by 
the necessity of joining up with the 
tramway termini on the Blackfriars and 
Embankment sides. This arrangement 
will make it possible that a greater 
number of tramcars be sent over Black- 
friars bridge than are worked at present 
either on the Embankment or Black- 
friars service. 

The building of the north abutment of 
the bridge necessitated extreme care, on 
account of the proximity of the Under- 
ground railway, the wall of which passes 
within a foot of the\abutment, It is 
estimated that any imterference . with

SAYS INTEREST OF LABORERS 
IS MAINTENANCE OF PEACE 


Railway Commission Show! President of International Congress of Miners at Meeting | 
in Berlin Makes Statement That Cause of Peace Is 
Dear to Working Class in England.

Touching on this point, a New York contemporary recalls 
the experiences of passengers in the tunnels along the electrified 
stretches in the past and contrasts them with the much more pleasant 
experiences of the present. ““Now,” it Says, “except for scenery— 
and commuters never look out of the window—the tunnel is like any 
other part of the route, for windows and doors can be left open with- 
out letting in‘anything except fresh air. And‘the advantages are 
hot allin the tunnel, by any means. Everywhere.there is relief from 
the clouds of dust and cinders so dfeadfully familiar to travelers 
aforetime.”

affairs, frequently deplored but not yet remedied, is possible only 
beeduse the issue involves not. German welfare but German prestige, 
It i$ a. deal in futures, a gamble on the future hegemony of the Ger- 
mani empire. 

The world has grown sufficiently mature to know that the days 
are over when naval and military preponderance meant hegemony. 
A large army and navy nowadays are for protection alene. And to 
build a giant fleet for the protection of interests that have never, in 
the slightest been menaced, and of others that have yet to be devel- 
oped, isan anachronism. The world has outgrown those clumsy ways 
and means, because they spell aggression and aggression means retro- 
gression. 

There is in all this world-power craving of “Preussen-Deutsch- 
land” something distinctly morbid. It seems to weigh on the modern 
Teuton that his ancestors were playing a miserable part in “world- 
politics” during all the centuries when the other nations, little Holland 
included, fought for the possession of the globe. He cannot under- 
stand it, but feels chagrined and humiliated and talks about “reckon- 
ing’ with those who deliberately kept him down as he fancies. He 
has already reckoned with France, or he thinks he has. . Now comes 
England’s turn, and England is the chief offender. But the Teuton 
apparently forgets that the world has moved since his forebears lost 
their chance and that to “catch up” now with the world-partitioners 
will simply mean piracy. 

When the German Emperor proclaims that he néeds a powerful 
navy for the purpose that no question in amy part of the globe may be 
decided without the consensus of the German government, it is pitiful 
that the world should meekly accept the colossal burden of arma- 
ments which that challenge involves, if the old world is unable to 
extricate itself from this sudden gelapse into medievalism, it would 
seem that the new, world should take the matter in hand and ofganize 
a league whereof sheer moral strength would force the limitation of 
armaments.

ZEALOUs in their cause as have been the advo- 
cates of the.simpler life, aggressive in their 
cause as have been the antagonists of the 
tendency toward private as. well as public 
extravagance, there appears to be no escaping 
the conclusion, on either side,.that a higher 
plane of living forthe masses has been 
reached and must be recognized, and that to 
this fact compensation, where it has not done 
so already, must soon adjust itself. . .The 
proposition might be more properly stated the other way ; that is, the 
demand for greater compensation, in farm and factory, im the trades 
and in the. professions, in every field of endeavor, has increased the 
cost of prodiction and, consequently, the cost of living: : 

The cheerful side of alt this is not hard to find. It is. made 
evident at once by the disposition of the great industrial concerns: to 
restore the wages which prevailed before the recent depression set in. 
The great majority gf the industrial concerns, and this includes’ the 
railways, have now returned to the old scale,. Before fall, it is the 
general belief, the compensation of the artisan and the laborer will 
be where it was in the summer and early autumn of 1907. But this 
is not all. The fact that wages start on the present resumption of 
business activity at practically the point which they attained nearly 
two years ago gives ground for the conviction’ that the. scale of the 
early future will be higher than ever before in our history. 

This is a pleasing anticipation for the workingman. _ It is pleas- 
ing also to find that the man who makes the payroll is not depressed 
by the prospect. As to the man who finally pays the bill—the con- 
stmer—well, if he is the victitn he is also the beneficiary of the higher- 
living standard.
